The fact that the federa- 
tion plan adopted at Colorado 
Springs failed to materi. no 

fault of the present administration. 
as California was the only State that 
made any effort to open negotiations 
on the subject, and the plan called 
for its ir ti by nine States be- 

fore it was to be adopt 

The latest federation plan should 
be discussed on its merits, regard! 
of whom its promoters are. 

If it is a step forward and will 
serve to place the N. A. D. member- 
ship ou a more permanent basis than 
at present, and with increased 1 
venue, it will be considered some im- 
provement over the present. 

Fellow members of the N. A D , 
provision should be made that the 
new federation is to be ratified only 
provided associations and soeiet 
having a membership of at le 
2,000 members adopt it. (No Inde- 
pendent League fakes wanted). 
This on a basis of ten cents per mem- 
ber would produce an income of 
$200 per year.

N. A. D , as now constituted. With

sion of different subjects concerning 
the social and intellectual life of the 
deaf. 

The matter I am about to speak 
of, is simple, brief and true; more so 
since it is the question of observa- 
tions I made at Bordeaux Institu- 
tion, of which I am a former pupil. 
And this incident will show con- 
clusively that the pure oral method 
cannot be successfully employed, ex- 
cept in the case of children who 
have lost their hearing at a some- 
what advanced age, about 4, 5, 6, 
or 7 years, or who are of an intelli- 
gence extraordinarily developed, and 
who, for this reason, are able to 
grasp the meaning of all the words 
of the language used. As to the 
rest of the pupils, although the nuns 
are admirable oral teachers, I am 
firmly of the opinion that this oral 
method would never avail, unless 
the teachers used conventional signs, 
and this happens frequently with 
them, in spite of themselves. 

OF WHICH BRHOLDTHK PLAIN I'KOOF. 

During the eight years of my 
school life, remarking that I am a 
semi-mute, having lost my hearing 
at eight years of age, my teacher 
would have me reply to the letters 
of her former pupils, those of the 
generation before mine, who were 
brought up by signs only. In read- 
ing the letters of these last, I ob- 
served that nearly all had a style at 
once rich and perfectly correct, 
which is not to be found at all among 
the young generation, who have 
rather a style which, if not incorrect, 
is at least almost infantile. I do 
not include the semi-mutes, who 
among themselves are more or less 
educated about the same as hearing 
children. 
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SECOND OBSERVATION. 
Apropos of teaching religion, 
here is a fact that I would bring to 
the notice of the public in all sin- 
cerity, with no intention of attack- 
ing anybody, but since it concerns 
the amelioration of the lot of my 
sisters in misfortune, I believe it is 
my duty to speak. 

One day, or rather, many times, 
that I took the place of the teacher 
in the third division when she was 
sick (and, mark this well), during 
the eighth and last year of school 
for me, I had to explain a lesson 
from the Scripture on the black- 
board. After having made them 
read aloud the whole lesson, I 
questioned each in turn as to the 
meaning of this or that point. I 
swear that not one could give a cor- 
rect answer; all taxed their wits to 
repeat phrases already learned but 
having no connection with the les- 
son. It was then that I, who was 
I always a docile pupil (I say it with- 
I out pride, from pity for my poor 
pupils of a day), took my courage 
in both hands and made use of signs, 
strictly forbidden in the school room, 
and talking and signing at the same 
time, succeeded in making them un- 
derstand the lesson better than ever 
before. They were delighted 
poor younger sisters ; they thanked 
and embraced me and expressed 
their desire that I could always be 
their teacher, saying that with me, 
or to state it better, with the mixed 
method, they would make better 
progress. I leave it there, dear 
hearers. Think it over and draw 
your own conclusions. 

Undoubtedly one must honor the 
devoted nuns of Bordeaux, who 
consecrate themselves to us 
with entire unselfishness, but they 
obey the new laws that require, no 
matter what the cost, that above all 
else we must speak, and those who 
enforce the laws, do not know that 
there is no deaf-mutism more fright- 
ful than that of the nd that 
only our natural language — for thus 
I call that which the Abbe de l'Epee 
used to commence his herculean 
task -can really penetrate to the 
mind.

lor this relief much thanks ! 
Still there are a good many who 
would have preferred to see him run 
again. These are not all of them 
Mr. Hanson's personal or political 
friends. 

Quite the contrary. 
I, for one, would have been glad 
to see him pitted against a man 
whose policies and ideals are known 
to be diametrically opposite his own, 
and thus to have the Cleveland 
Convention given a chance to ex- 
press its approval or disapproval of 
the Hanson administration. 

The Convention that elected Mr. 
Hanson expressed itself and its 
wishes firmly. 

It wanted several things to be 
done or to be continued. 

It approved the Federation report. 
This does not mean that the 
federation plan, then submitted, was 
adopted as a new constitution. That 
could not be done, nor can it be done 
at Cleveland. To have done so 
would deprive the N. A. D. of its 
existence, for there would then have 
been no membership at all in the 
federation, none of the several asso- 
ciations it was proposed to admit to 
nietnliership having definitely accept- 
ed the Colorado Springs plan, though 
some had just as definitely expressed 
themselves in favor of federation. 

The plain duty of the new presi- 
dent was to immediately take mea- 
sures to secure a ratification of the 
Colorado Springs plan by nine or 
more State Associations as provided 
in that plan. 

This Mr. Hanson not only neg- 
lected to do, but worse still, refused 
to do. 

For, shortly after he assumed of- 
fice, he was notified that the Cali- 
fornia Association was ready to com- 
ply with the conditions of the Colo- 
rado Springs plan, and in reply, he 
stated in effect that he would do no- 
thing in the matter. 

He resorted to a quibble. Had he 
really desired to carry out the wishes 
of the convention, he would at once 
have gone to work to secure the rati- 
fication of the federation plan 
mitted at Colorado Springs. 

The Cleveland Convention would 
then be the constitutional convention 
of a thorough-going federation, and 
a binding constitution backed by the 
necessary membership could then 
and there be formulated. 

Mr. Hanson has been derelict of 
of duty in this federation matter and 
deserves censure accordingly. 

Again, the Convention at Colorado 
Springs expressed itself plainly in 
the endowment matter. It ad 
a resolution to the effect that the 
committee in charge of this fund 
should be a standing committee, 
whose duty should not be regar 
as fulfilled until the fund gave an in- 
come of not less than $10,000 a year 
— that is, until the fund reached 
$250,000. 

Mr. Hanson delayed appointment 
of this committee. Prom time to 
time he complained that he was un- 
able to find members willing to serve, 
though he rejected offers on the part 
of myself and Mr. Regensburg so to 

Nor is this all. Mr Hanson went 
so far, was so false to the trust im- 
posed on him, was so much a stran- 
ger to the laws of common decency, 
as to suggest that the $200 now in 
the Endowment Fund be used to j 
lish the Colorado Springs proceed- 
ings. The writer on being so in- 
formed took measures to take out an 
injunction restraining the treasurer 
from touching any portion of this 
fund. 

The animus of the convention to- 
ward the Moving Picture Fund was 
as plain as in the two other policies. 
The Fund and its objects were en- 
thusiastically endorsed by the con- 
vention. Measures were taken by 
Mr. Regensburg and his committee 
to increase the fund to $20/ 
child could see that such an under 
taking would involve hard work and 

e on the part of th< 
tee, and which would be their gift to 
the association. 

All that Mr. Hanson had to do 
was to tell these faithful workers for 
the deaf and for the Association to 
go ahead He should have imposed 
the same implicit confidence in their 



Further work was necessary. Mr. 
Hanson had at his command hi 
sonal mouthpiece, the Observer, as 
well as the Journal. But the acu- 
men displayed in 1.908, when he 
stepped in and filched part of the 
fruits of my Civil Service Campaign 
of 1907 1908 in the shape of the 
Roosevelt order, seemed to have de- 
serted him. 

The incoming administration will 
have to make good his inefficiency 
in this connection. 

There are other things in which 
Mr. Hanson disregarded the com- 
mands of the Convention. The 
Convention wanted the question of 
yi3 meeting place decided then 
and there. The matter was finally 
left to the Executive Committee. 
The understanding was that an 
early decision should be reached. 

But Mr. Hanson would no 
hurried. He delayed the decision 
until the entire South was alienated 
from the Association, and until the 
friends of Omaha were ready to 
spit on him 

His conduct of the Nebraska 
campaign has also been a series of 
blunders, and has worked directly 
into the hands of tho 
whom it was supposedly condw I 

I have been twitted with the fact 
that I was directly responsible for 
Mr. Hanson's elevation to the head 
of the Association. 

I do not deny it. Bat at the time 
I believed that Mr. 1 ! would 

carry out or continue the poli< 
my own administration. I believed 
he would subordinate his own pre 
ferences to the expressed wis! 
the Association. This belief I time 
and again expressed privately and 
publicly in my writings in the 
nal, American, Optimist and <>/•■ 
terver.

August i, 1913— We had intend 
ed to write Up Supl. Jones' poultry 
collection that grees the run of the 
school's yard and lawn, but a 
writer in last Sunday's Slate Jour- 
nal got ahead of us, so we will use 
his account, as it describes what we 
intended to say : 

The high cost of living has driven 
the state of Ohio into the poultry 
business and incidentally given the 
boy pupils at the State Institution 
for the Deaf a new line of training. 
The classes coming here in the fall 
will have a Chance to learn all about 
the nurture, oare and breeding of 
plain .and fancy chickens, ami in 
cidoiitally lo add to the numbei of 
strictly-fresh eggs in the institu- 
tion's larder. 

Professor C. S. Plumb of Ohio 
State University made an inspection 
of the plant which Superintendent 
J W. Jones has just installed, and 
was particularly interested in one or 
two of ihe Innovations which Mr. 
Jones has fathered. 

One is a series of bubble foun- 
tains for the fowls. Bubble foun- 
tains tor chiokens is a new idea, 
and Professor Plumb will have his 
poultry department make observa- 
tions to see how it works out. 

Superintendent Jones is not a 

poultry expert, but a dilettante in 
the tine meaning of the word, as 
evidenoe of which he is paying 

from $15 to $50 a setting for eggs 
and getting some very ordinary 

looking birds as a result, together 

with some specimens that are up lo 
form. The superintendent, fearful 
that Ohio might not appreciate the 
difference between $50 eggs and 

ol eggs, paid foi them out of 
his y>wn pocket. In the future ho 

says he will let the State University 
authorities supervise ihe purchase 

of his eggs for breeding purposes. 
In the northwest coiner of the 

grounds, Mr. Jones has creeled a 
chicken house that will accomino 

date 860 fowls. Ii is divided into LO 

pens. Fach pen has a cement lloor 

which has been covered with loose 
earth, so Ihe fowls may scratch or 
dust themselves. To the south 

these pens are open to the sun and 
air. Ill the winter they will be 
fitted willi moveable windows ot 

glass and eaip 

Back of the scratching yard 

t pet of st law. and over 
this .a series of rousts. Behind all 

these roosts runs .a long pipe, tilted 
with a two-Inch opening every three 

feet. This pipe is connected with 

the city service and a low degree of 

pressure is applied This keeps 
the water Mowing slowly through 
Ihe pipe, but not gushing out ot (he 

holes. The chickens can therefore 

quench their thirst in running 
water at all times 

Close beside the pipes for drink- 
ing is another, connected with the 
heatiug system of the school. This 
is intended lo keep the drinking 
water from freest n i! in the winter 
ami also lo warm the pens slightly. 
At one end of the sheds, which are 
all under a single roof, is a large 
cement feed room. 

Throughout 'he construction 
every effort has been made to in- 
sure sanitation. Any one cl' Ihe 
sheds can be cleaned without afTeel 
ing the others The sheds are high 
enongh to permit a man lo walk 
in them 

Al present Mr. tones is devoting 
his attention largely to Rhode Island 
Beds, although ho has also some 
White Orpingtons.
